CORRUPT PRACTICES ASSAILED 
BY U. S. COMMERCE CHAMBER 


Resolution Repudiates All Who Violate Moral 
Code in Commercial and Political 
Transactions. 


By the Se a Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 10.—Re- 
pudiation of “all those who indulge 
in commercial and political corrup- 
tion” was called for in a resolution 


adopted without discussion today 


by the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States. 

Declaring the organization’s 
“confidence in the general integrity 
and sound ideals of modern busi- 
ness, brought into high relief by 
recent disclosures of indivdiual vio- 
lation of established business prac- 
tices,” the resolution set forth that 
“the moral turpitude of corruptors 
of public servants is even greater 
than that of those whom they de- 
bauch.” 

Text of Resolution. 

The text of the resolution fol- 
lows: 

‘The Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States declares its 
confidence in the general integ- 
rity and sound ideals of modern 
business. These are brought into 
hégh relief by recent disclosures 
of individual violation of estab- 
lished business practices. 

Ameri «n business is jealous 
of its good name, insists upon 
protecting its professional status 
by the maintenance of the high- 
est standards, and intends scrup- 
ulously to discharge its collec- 
tive responsibilities. 

Chief among such responsibili- 


ties is that of purging business 
of all those who indulge in com- 
mercial and political corruption 
and through resort to unclean or 
unworthy practices bring busi- 
ness into disrepute and shock 
the sensibilities of all decent 
citizens, 

The Chamber declares that 
the moral turpitude of corrup- 
tors of public servants is even 
greater than that of those whon 
they debauched. 

Moral Duties Remain. 

The Chamber emphasizes its 
principle of business conduct 
which provides that ‘corporate 
forms do not absolve from or 
alter the moral obligations of in- 
dividuals.” It maintains that 
stockholders of corporations owe 
it to themselves, to the Govern- 
ment and to the profession of 
business publicly to repudiate 
those who misrepresent them. 
Such stockholders cannot accept 
the profits flowing from corrup- 
tion and escape the moral stig- 
ma which adheres in gsuch 
profits. Neither can they per- 
mit those who act for them to 
profit personally through corrupt 
corporate transactions, or shield 
others who do, 

The tenth anniversary of the air 
mail was celebrated at a luncheon 
attended hy most of the 2000 dele- 
gates to the annual meeting of the 
Chamber and by several of the 
country’s most prominent aviators.

WALTER SANBORN, 


FEDERAL JUDGE 
UF APPEALS, DIES 


End Comes Suddenly in St. 
Paul Where He Expected 
to Sit at May Term of 
Court. 


ON U. S. BENCH 
FOR 36 YEARS 


Son at Bedside of 83-Year- 
Old Jurist Who Had 


Been Suffering From Se- 
vere Cold. 


By the Associated Press. 

ST. PAUL. Minn., May 10.— 
Judge Walter. H. Sanborn of the 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals died suddenly in his apart- 
ment here today. 


Judge Sanborn was 83 years old 
and had been on the Federal bench 
for 36 years, first for the Federal 
district of St. Paul and then as 
United States Circuit Judge. He 
was the oldest jurist of the Court 
of Appeals. 

Although suffering from a cold, 
Judge Sandborn came to St. Paul 
a few days ago for the May term 
of the Circuit Court of Appeals. 
His condition became worse yes- 
terday and a physician was in at- 
tendance most of the day. Early to- 
day his condition took another sud- 
den turn for the worse, and his 
son, Bruce Sanborn, St. Paul at- 
torney, was called to his bedside. 

Funeral arangements will not 
be made until the arrival of mem- 
bers of his family. 


First Appointment to Federul 
Bench by Benjamin Harrison, 
Judge Sanborn was born on a 

New Hampshire farm in 1845. 
“When my father decided that I 
cOuld go to college,” he related in 
later years, “I made up my mind 
that I would be a lawyer if I could 
make enough at it to pay for my 
board and clothes.” 

He completed his course at Dart- 
mouth College in 1867, and for 
three years thereafter was high 
school principal at Milford, N. H. 
Then he removed to Minnesota, 
and practiced law in St. Paul ?21 
years before President Harrison 
appointed him a United States Cir- 
cuit Judge in 1892. 

In 1903 the United States Circuit 
Court was broken into the Dis- 
trict Courts and the Circuit Court 
of Appeals, and Judge Sanborn 
became presiding justice of the ap- 
pellate division. His 
embraced 18 court district in 
states, 

Judge Caldwell of Little Rock 
and Judge Thayer of St. Louis, who 
were appointed at the same time, 
are dead. 

Honored Here Last Year. 

A large gathering of St. Louis 
lawyers honored Judge and Mrs. 
Sanborn in a testimonial! dinner at 
Hotel Chase, April 8, 1927. Speak- 
ing at this dinner, one of his asso- 
ciates on the bench, Judge Kim- 
brough Stone, called attention to 
the number of important railroad 
receiverships and reorganizations 
handled by Judge Sanborn—more, 
the speaker believed, than had 
come within the work of any other 
Federal Judge. These included the 
receiverships of the Frisco, Union 
Pacific, Chicago Great Western, 
Missouri, Kansas & Texas and 
Denver & Rio Grande Railroads. 


The more important cases decid- 
ed by Judge Sanborn included the 
Standard Oil cases of 1909, in 
which he upheld the Sherman antl- 
trust law as a rightful exercise of 
the power of Tongress to control 
commerce between the states and 
with foreign nations. The decision 
held that the Standard Oil Co, of 
New Jersey and 70 subsidiary com- 

panies constituted an illegal com- 
bination in restraint of trade, and 
a monopoly. It ordered discontin- 
uance of the combination, and en- 
joined the officers of the parent 
company from voting the stock of 
the subsidiaries. 

The Supreme Court in 1911 up- 
held Judge Sanborn’s decision, and 
sustained his order for the dissolu- 
tion of the Standard Oil combina- 
tion, extending the time for the 
process from 30 days to six months. 
The dissolution became effective 
Sept. 1 of that year. 

The Trans-Missouri Freight As- 
sociation case of 1895 and the Ok- 
lahoma gas case of 1911 were two 
of the other important cases ‘n 
which Judge Sanborn wrote the 
Appellate Court’s decision. 

Praised by Taft. 

Judge Sanborn’s decisions are 
contained in more than 300 vol- 
umes of the Federal reports. Chief 
Justice Taft, in a message read at 
the dinner here, spoke of the num- 
ber of his written opinions as “not 
equaled, J think, in the history of 
this country.” 

In speaking at the dinner here. 
Judge Sanborn said that he had 
taken his appointment to the Fed-

$1,600,000 POSTAL 
BUILDING FOR ST. LOUIS 


Structure on Eighteenth Street 
for Handling of Parcels 
Planned.

WASHINGTON, May 10.—The 
Government plans to erect a new 
parcel post building to cost $1,- 
600,000 on Eighteenth street in 
St. Louis, Carl T. Schuneman, As- 
sistant Secretary of the Treasury 
today told members of a St. Louis 
delegation. Recommendations for 


the building, he said, probably 
would be sent to Congress in De- 
cember. 

Schuneman also told the delega- 
tion that if $3,825,000 in the pres.- 
ent building program was not 
enough to construct an adequate 
Federal building in S8t. Louis, he 
himself would sponsor a move- 
ment for a larger appropriation. 

So pleased were the members of 
the delegation with the assurances 
of Schuneman that they decided 
merely to pay their respects to the 
House Appropriations Committee 
this afternoon. A meeting with 
the committee had been arranged 
for them. 

The delegation came to Wash- 
ington with arguments that the 
Government should spend at least 
$5,000,000 on the new Federal 
Building, on the theory that three 
Government-owned properties in 
St. Louis, which will be sold, would 
bring this amount. If St, Louls 
gets a new $1,600,000 parcels post 
building the Government will have 
spent $5,425,000 in the city for new 
buildings. Schuneman said that 
while plans had not been decided 
upon, the new building probably 
would be in monumental style. 
Sites were not discussed at the con- 
ference. 


CREW OF BREMEN LEAVES

CHICAGO, May 10.—Charging 


that Robert E. Crowe, State’s At- 
torney, is disqualifiéd to act be- 
cduse of personal interests, the 
Chicago Bar Association yesterday 
appealed in the Criminal] Court for 
a special grand jury to investigate 
the April primary irregularities, 
under the direction of the Attor- 


ney-General. 

A hearing on the petition, bris- 
tling with charges against the 
State’s Attorney, was set for next 
Monday. 

The bar association had pre- 
sented the petition before Judge 
Harry B. Miller of the Crimina! 
Court instead of Chief Justice Wil- 
liam V. Brothers, who had expect- 
ed to receive it. Judge Miller said 
he had not expected the petition 
in his court and continued the mat- 
ter. 

The petition charged that Crowe, 
defeated in the primaries, “has 8 
personal, disqualifying interest 
which makes it inexpedient, un- 
becoming and improper” for him 
to act as prosecutor in the investi- 
gation requested. 

“Spoils System” Alleged. 

It further charges that Crowe's 
supporters were responsible for 
bombing the homes of members of 
the opposing Republican political 
faction preceding the primary, in- 
cluding those of Senator Charles 
S. Deneen, and Judge John A. 
Swanson, who defeated Crowe for 
the nomination, and also declared 
that during the Crowe regime, the 
“spoils system” has prevailed in 
municipalities and the sanitary 
district. 

The petition referred specifical- 
ly among the primary election day 
disorders to the slaying of Octavius 
Granady, a Negro worker for De- 
neen, and to request of the Coro- 
ner’s jury for a special. grand jury. 
It also was charged that Crowe 
opposed an impartial investigation 
of disorders in connection with the 
1926 primary and referred to many 
instances of alleged improper con- 
duct in connection with the recent 
primary about which the petition 
said no action had been taken. 

Mr. Crowe appeared in court just 
as the petition was being filed and 
asked for time to study it, 

Meanwhile the State’s Attorney 
was conducting his own investiga- 
tion into the Granady death before 
the regular grand jury. This in- 
quiry had been halted Tuesday al- 
most at its opening when some of 
Crowe's own witnesses could not be 
located but yesterday it proceeded 
with a score of witnesses waiting 
to appear.

BANKER KIDNAPED, 
EAPLORER BEATEN 
IN WASHINGTON 


Financier Disarms and Puts 
Assailant to Flight After 
Being Carried Away in 
Other Victim’s Auto.

WASHINGTON, May 10—Wash- 
ington and Maryland police are 
co-operating in a search today for 
a youth believed to have been 
responsible for an attack last 
night on Leonard W. Kephart, De- 
partment of Agriculture scicntist, 
and an attempt to abduct E, Per- 
cival Wilson, bank official.

Provisions.

LONDON, May  10.—Foreign 


Secretary Chamberlain, speaking in 


| the House of Commons today con- 


cerning the Kellogg proposals to 
outlaw war, said that the British 
Government not only warmly wel- 
comed the initiative of the United 
States but was hopeful that it 
would be successfully concluded 
and would make a real contribu- 
tion to world peace. 
Chamberlain’s statement . fol- 
lowed remarks by Ramsay Mac- 
Donald, the labor leader, who sup- 
ported the Kellogg proposals. 


“Our attitude towards this note 
is going to have a very consider- 


able influence in Anglo-American f 


relations,” - MacDonald said. “No- 
body who has been in America re- 
cently or has followed the Ameri-. 
can press will: deny that those re- 
lations are not quite so good as 
they ought to be.” 

In the course of his remarks, 
Chamberlain informed the House 
that the British Government’s pro- 
posals for a reply were on the way 
to the Dominions, 

“As s00n ag the reply of the Do- 
minions is received by us,” he said 
“we shall hope to deliver our an- 
swer to the Government of the 
United States, and I need scarcely 
say, after my opening words, that 
our answer will be to the effect 
that it is our desire to co-operate 
in the conclusion of such a pact as 
is proposed and to engage with 
the interested Governments in the 
negotiations required for that pur- 


pose.” 


Italian Note Pledging 
Delivered to U. 8. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May i10.—The 
American proposal for a multi- 
lateral treaty renouncing war is 
acceptable to Italy. In addition, 
the Italian Government is willing 
to co-operate with the United States 
in obtaining an agreement for such 
a treaty with Great Britain, Japan, 
France and Germany. The Berlin 
Government already has expressed 
its unqualified acceptance. 

Italy’s attitude was made clear 
in a note delivered to American 
Ambassador Fletcher at Rome on 
May 6 and made public yesterday 
by the State Department. 

“I hardly need assure you,” Pre- 
mier Mussolini said, “that Italy, 
adhering to the policy which she is 
constantly following, has welcomed 
with a ilively sympathy thie initia- 
tive and offers very willingly her 
cordial collaboration toward reach, 
ing an agreement.” 

Replies from Japan and Great 
Britain, the only two nations yet 
to be heard from, are expected be- 
fore long. The Japanese Govern- 
ment has been occupied with elec- 
tions and now has on its hands a 
delicate situation in Chins. Great 
Britain is sounding out her gelf-

INSTEAD OF WIDENING 


St. Louis County Chamber of 
Commerce Supports $10,- 
000,000 Bond Issue. 


Creation of new highways in St. 
Louis County to serve as outlets 
for St. Louis automobile traffic 
rather than widening of existing 
State roads, as is planned should 
the $75,000,000 State road bond is- 
sue be passed was advocated yes- 
terday at a meeting of the St. Louis 
County Chamber of Commerce 
Board of Directors at the Ameri- 
can Hotel. 

The directors adopted a resolu- 
tion in support of the $10,000,000 
county road bond issue which will 
be voted on June 23, providing 
that proportionate distribution of 
the bond issue funds among the 
various municipalities and town- 
ships be assured. 

They went on record as opposed 
to any plan calling for construc- 
tion of a toll bridge across the 
Missouri River at the end of Olive 
Street road until the State definjte- 
ly abandons al] plans for con- 
struction of a free bridge. A free 
bridge is contemplated if the State 
road bond issue is successful, but 
J. H. Haley, Clayton lawyer, re- 
cently obtained a franchise from 
the War. Department to erect a 
toll bridge there. 

A committee was appointed to 
confer with the Terminal Railroad 
Association in an effort to have 
included in the Terminal’s plans 
for expansion a suburban passen- 
ger station to be located apart 
from Union Station.

MOVEMENT STARTED 
10 STOP BOMBINGS 


County Chamber of Commerce 
Authorized to Co-operate 
With Othe? Agencies. 


The St. Louis County Chamber 
of Commerce has gone on record 
as opposed to the bombings of 
buildings in recent months, one 
apartment house in University 
City having been damaged three 


times since February. 

There have been numerous 
bombings also in St. Louis and 
on the East Side, the principal ob- 
jects of attack being new build- 
ings on which non-union workmen 
were employed. Union labor !ead- 
ers have disclaimed responsibility 
for the vandalism and have de- 
clared they are as eager as anyone 
to catch the criminals. 

At a meeting yesterday at the 
American Hotel, the board of di. 
rectors of the St. Louis County 
Chamber of Commerce adopted a 
resolution in which the board “de- 
plores the bombing of homes and 
other buildings in St. Louis County 
and offers its entire resources to 
the end that the guilty parties may 
be apprehended and punished.” 

Eugene D. Ruth Jr., president of 
the county chamber and Mayor of 
University City, appointed a com- 
mittee, comprising L. William Ger- 
ling, John E. Meyer, Al. C. Wilson 
and Roy Atwood, “with full power 
to meet and act with similar com- 
mittees of other bodies in what it 
hopes will be a successful move to 
rid the community of all these un- 
desirable people.’’ 

President Walter Weisenburger 
of the St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce said that organization has 
taken no action regarding the 
bombings in the city.

And his striking success in the accom- 
plishment of this service moved him for- 
ward to where he was the logical selection 
as chairman of the Allied Reparations Com- 
mission, which restored order out of chaos 
in European affairs. 

The committee’s report. known as the 
“Dawes Plan,” was subsequently ratified 
and accepted by all the Powers concerned. 
Of the report, Owen D. Young, associated 
with Gen, Dawes as United States member 
of the Committee of Experts and himself a 
great factor in its success, wrote in a biog- 
raphy of Gen. Dawes which appears in the 
thirteenth edition of the Encyclopedia Brit- 
annica: “The plan provided a nonpolitical 
and automatic means for determining Ger- 
many’s ability to pay and so withdrew this- 
vexed question from international contro- 
versy and paved the way for the later 
agreements entered into at Locarno.” 

The success of this plan with its tremen- 
dously far-reaching results, was due to the 
work of many experts from the different 
nations. he name “Dawes” was attached 
to it, although he is the last to claim a 
dominating part in the formation of it. 
That part he has often assigned to Mr. 
Young. But there were vital elements 
necessary to the success and adoption of 
the plan and these were supplied by Dawes. 
He had the ability te dramatize it, to make 
the nations sit up and take notice, to har- 
monize conflicting views, to break down, 
when necessary, the barriers of obstructive 
opinion, and to him, more than to any oth- 
er, is due the credit for “selling” the plan 
to the nations involved. 

The identification of his name with this 
plan made him a werld figure, known by 
name wherever newspapers are printed. His

POLITICS. By Oscar W. Under- 
wood. (The C.u.tury Co.) 
Oscar W. Underwood—was it all 

of four years ago that the radio 

rang with his name?—has written 

a book, out of the fullness of his 

experience in a long and honorable 

public life, which could well be 
adopted as a text or a bible for 

American liberals. “Drifting Sands 

of Party Politics,” he calls it, for 

it traces the drift from first prin 
ciples, when the Jeffersonian 
theory of local self-government 
first clashed with the Hamiltonian 
idea of strong centralization to -he 

present day of “government by mii- 

norities,” jumbling cf issues and 

paternalization of the state, 

Repeatedly, the author reminds 
the reader of Thomas Jefferson's 
declaration: “The government that 
governs best governs least.” He ex- 
plains that he promised himself t 
write this ringing denunciation of 
modern political conditions by way 
of an apology for the compromisss 
he was forced to accept as a Con- 
gressman from Alabama from 1895 
to 1915, and as a Senator for the 
next 12 years. 

Underwood’s style and method 
good, though 
some subjects he treats at length. 
like the history of the tariff, per- 
force are rather hard to follow 
with close interest. Many of his 
passages are indicative of the ora- 
tor rather than the man of letters. 
but never of the demagogue. Un- 
derwood here again proves his 
fearlessness and ; 00d intention; le 
rakes the passing Ku Klux conspir- 
acy and inveighs .gainst the intru- 
sion of the church into politics 
ever the liquor question. 

“It is a strange condition of our 
times,” he remarks, “that in a 
country of British origin the true 
tradition of Thomas Jefferson sur- 
vives with more strength in th: 
great cities of the East, with their 
foreign population, largely Cath- 
Olic in religion, than in the West 
and South, where the people are of 
Revolutionary blood and Protestant 
in religion.” 

From the first invasion of the 
people's rights by Congress in the 
short-lived alien and sedition laws 
of 1798, Underwood traces the dri?t 
away from democratic government 
through the creation of Federal] 
bureaus and commissions, the Fed- 
eral Reser 3 Bank, the protective 
tariff, the special World War laws 
like the espionage act, the effort Lo 
pass a Federal child labor amend- 
ment, and prohibition. Underwood 
speaks with authority.

One concerned a doubtful 
daughter of a tallen royal house, 
another a dawn suicide of a danc- 
ery in a Central Prk lake, and the 
other a night #lub battle. 


Despite the fact that press 
agency of this kind has absolutely 
no box office value, producers of 
plays and movies still pay fancy 
sums to suave gentlemen to per- 
petrate it. A press agent is said 
to have averaged $50,000 a year 
for many years, concocting these 
absurdities. 

One concerned a patron of a ho- 
tel bringing a lion to his apartment 
in a piano box and registering as 
“T R. Zann.” Several weeks lat- 
er a film called “Tarzan” was 
shown on Broadway. ‘The con- 
nection was so remote it is possi- 
ble not a person who read’ the 
press yarn was inspired to see the 
film. Yet it cost the exhibitors a 
snug fortune to put over the fak- 
ery. 

There are a few flimsy laws to 
protect newspapers against such 
hocus pocus, but newspapers do 
not want to confess being victim- 
ized by such twaddle, and so noth- 
ing is ever done. 

There is an organization among 
press agents, composed of more 
earnest members of the guild, 
which frowns on such didoes, but 
to no avail. It would seem that 
it will take a prison jolt to end 
the flim-flamming, and newspa-

a bridge deck shuffle, de- 
claimed in more or less stentorian 
tones the other day that bridge 
isn’t his favorite game, every one 
that is among bridge players was 
more or less aghast, 

It was as if Babe Ruth, swing- 
ing about his sinewy shoulders 
what the sports writers playfully 
call his behemothic bludgeon, has 
paused in the midst of one of his 
cyclonic gyrations and announced 
for the benefit of sundry and all: 

“Base hits and home runs, custo- 
mers, ain't to my liking.” 

For what Babe Ruth has been 
to baseball during these latter 
years, Expert Foster has been to 
bridge. With the same exuberance 
Babe socks’em into right field 
bleachers and nonchalantly prances 
around the bases, so Mr. Foster 
has been given to the nettling 


| penchant of knocking a no-trump 


bid or what have you into a flock 
of spades or something equally de- 
vastating. 

All of which would lead one to 
suspect that Mr. Foster should 
demonstrate some enthusiasm for 
the game. But can one who says 
bridge is too “fussy and scrappy” 
really get a thrill from achieve- 
ment of a grand slam?

Drummond Jones, who knows a 
few shenanigans about the game 
himself, and Harry T. Bussmann, 
who is writing a book on bridge. 

Bridge is their favorite game be- 
cause of its mental stimulus and 
unending interest. As a four-hand- 
ed game, they say it is incompara- 
ble and shows no favorites, as evi- 
denced several evenings ago at the 
Racquet Club, when expert women 
players, pitting their skill against 
expert masculinity, made their op- 
ponents look to their laurels.
